CHICAGO, August 1.—The national con- 


vention of tlie llimuUdlk- league met 
this morning, uiid prominent silver men 
from all over the country were in at- 
lendance. 


Chairmun Warner called the conven- 


tion to order, and Mayor Harrison wel 
o.med Hie delegates to the city. 


The afternoon session was held in the 


central inusiu hall of the anditorii 
which is capable of seating over 3000 
}n-ople with comfort. 


The committee on permanent organi- 


zation reported for permanentrhairimm, 
Allen li.Tlinriitanof Ohio. For secretary, 
Joseph flulchiiiMin of Colorado, with 
two Lif-sicUints. Alan, that a vice prtsi- 
doist bo appointed from each state. 


It waa Kiij&erttsl that the mil be called 


lui ;i:e appointment oi :t committee on 
roo! ut ions. 


C. H. Tlmmns of Colorado urged that 


t'ach slate name three nu-mber-s on this 
rommittue, one from each of the three 
parties. 


Paul Yandtii'voort of Nebraska object- 


ed. He hoped, lie said, that party dif- 
ferences would not be recognized in this 
I'onvention. Vandervoort was sustained 
by many others. "We are not here," 
paid he, referring to the 1'opnlist dele- 
gate?, "to form a. new party or to form 
a party on a single silver issue. If that

THE RAISIN OUTLOOK. 


What Would Suit the New York 


Middlemen. 


It is fixpec.ted that Valencia layers will 


reach -New York before the middle of 
August at 7 cents per pound duty paid, 
A little later it is expected that they 
may be put down at 0 cents, says the 
Commercial Kulletiii. Comparing with 
last Feason, it is expected that late Sep- 
tember shipments will lie as low as 5 
cents. The-cost of fine nff-«tock will be 
from J.{ to 1 cent per pound Iwlow lay- 
ers. 


"It would thus appear well for Cali- 


fornians to sell to a sufficient extent to 
check the import orders for Valencia 
raisins. The price for lliu September 
shipment should not exceed 4)t> cents 
per pound; for the first half October 
shipment 4 cents, and for all the Octo- 
ber shipment 3K cents, and 3 cents for 
crown muscatels in sacks f.o.b. coast.
